T0 RAILROAD MEN 


Stories of Injustice to Ameri- 
cans is Frequently 
Exaggerated. 


REPORTS INVESTIGATED 
BY AMERICAN. OFFICIALS 


————— 


Railroad Men Court Arrest by Seeking 
to Evade Requirements of 
Law in Cases of 
Accident. 


March 7.—Exaggerated 
stories of unjust treatment of American 
railroad men by the Mexican authorities, 
recently appearing in the American press, 
have lead to a thorough investigation of 
the reports by the Mexican government, the 
officials of the United States embassy and 
by ‘the press of this country. 

The results prove the claims made are in 
most cases entirely unfounded, in others 
grossly exaggerated and in a very few 
based on fact. Formerly frequent com- 
plaints were made by men claiming to have 
been thrown in prieon without cause and 
held without trial, but, as stated today by 
one of the chief officials of one of the great 
trunk lines of Mexico, at that time the per- 
sonnel of the train crews contained many 
men who were “looking for trouble,’’ and 
who usually found it. Now conditions are 
different, better classes of men are em- 
ployed and little trouble is experienced. 


In case of accident the law requires the 
making of depositions by the members of 
the crew concerned, and only where there 
is indisputable evidence of criminal neglect 
are the men detained after the depositions 
are made. By far the greater part of the 
trouble arises from the fact that train 
employes, fearing imprisonment, resort to 
filght, thus entailing arrest in a distant 
part of the republic, extradition proceedings 
and transfer to the scene of the accident 
—proceedings which necessarily involye 
delay and inconvenience. 


MEXICO CITY, 


A notable feature of the present situa- 
tion is the very few cases now pending 
before the courts. Diligent inquiry revealed 
only three cases; one a Central conductor 
who was taken from this city to Quere- 
taro on Wednesday morning, another an 
interoceanic conductor who is out on bond 
and running his train as usual, and the 
third a case now--before the courts of 
Puebla. 

A high official of the Mexican govern- 
ment when approached on this subject, 
stated that the foreign relations depart- 
ment had received no specific complaint 
for alleged undue detention of train hands 
for a long time past. 

The official was shown.a circular issued 
by the Brotherhood Relief Committee and, 
after having read it, he made the follow- 
ing statement: 

‘Much emphasis has at times been laid 
on the vexations claimed to have been in- 
flicted by the judicial authorities on the 
engineers, conductors, eic., of railroads in 
Mexico in cases where said engineers, con- 
ductors, etc., are more or less directly 
to blame for accidents arising in the run- 
ning of their trains. 

“In most cases the complainants are in- 
dividuals who at the best exaggerate their 
grievances for the purposes of personal 

rofit ag was demonstrated, for example 
n 1901, when a person called Bdward King 
‘appealed to the Secretary of State at Wash- 
ington and caused the publication of sev- 
eral articles in the press, the result being 
that his assertions were proved to have 
been utterly false, as is well known to the 
United States embassy which extraofficial- 
ly took up the case. 

“Later on other individuals

Georgia ought to be a exhibition there 
with all its varied producta placed by 
skillful hands so baer will not only pleage 
our citizens of this om but attract 
the attentia® of every vis tor and make 
them invest wate further and find out 
that Georgi the best state in the 
Union in wh on to live and do well.

WIRELESS MOTOR NOW 


T. H. Williams, an English Inventor, 
Claims to Have Used Idea Be- 
fore Herr Braun.

LONDON, Feb. 28.—Thomas H. Williams, 
a civil engineer, already known by several 
usoful electrical inventiona, claims he pre- 
ceded Braun of Strasburg in applying ethe- 
ric waves to driving motors unconnected 
with amy source of supply—in other words, 
propelling motors by wireless telegraphy. 
Dr. Williams says he has been working 
on the invention since 1890, adding: 


frequemtiy alternating electric generator 
from which energy was discharged Into 
space. There was no connection whatever 
between the motor and the generator. The 
motor run on acirecular railway. the trans- 
m.tter being In the center. One terminal 
of thie generator was attached to the trans- 
mitter and the other was connected with 
the earth.

New Application of Old Ruling. 


Judge Adams has simply asserted the 
right of the government to prevent the 
suspension of its mail service and 
public to be protected from. any 
cessation of passenger and freight 
service between the states. 

No new principle of law is declared in 
this injunction. It is in line with several 
previous decisions made under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, notably in the case 
of United States vs. Elliott, Debs et al., in 
189% The United States circuit court for 
the Eastern District of Missouri! enjoined 
Debs and. his associates in the leadership 
of the American Railway Union from in- 
terfering with interstate commerce and ob- 
structing the carrying of the mails. 

For disobeying that injunction Debs and 
others were subsequentiy punished with 
imprisonment. The federal supreme court 
upheld that decision and established it as 
the law of the land that combinations of 
labor no less than combinations of capital 
are forbidden to Interrupt interstate com- 
merce’ and restrain trade. Judge Adams’ 
injunction ts only another application of 
that ruling.—New York World.

A sudden strike on a railway, resulting 
in a suspension of a necessary public ser- 
vice is to be deplored and avoided: But 
the remedy is not by injunction without 
warrant of law, but by standing provision 
for arbitration. or agreement between em- 
ployer and employe that the one shall not 
strike nor the other “lock out’ without 
prescribed previous notice. In such a case 
a menaced violation of the agreement 
would be lawful arfd proper to restrain by 
inJunction.—New ‘York Telegram.

The defense of Hamiet’s attorneys will 
be insanity. They will rely upon Ham- 
let's acts, his wild talk, the treatment of 
Ophelia by him, and the tremendous stra‘n 
put upon his mind by the disgovery of the 
relations of his mother and his uncle, 
which led to the murder of his father, 
to make out their defense of insanity. 

It is the intention of the défense to read 
the soliloquies of Hamiet to the jury. 
Witnesses who were with Hamlet when he 
began to see ghosts and during the en- 
tire ?——< of his habit of. seeing things, 
will be introduced to testify. 

The witnesses for the defense will be 
Emil A. Schiefelbein of Hudson, Harry F. 
Kuhlemeir of Burlington. Oliver Longue- 
ville of Dubuque, E. H. MeCoy of Dumont 
and A. B. Kendrick of Iowa ty. Expert 
witnesses from the college of medicine will 
be introduced by both sides on the ques- 
tion of insanity. 

The state will endeavor to prove that 
Hamlet was not insane, so far as that he 
did not understand the difference between 
right and wrong and aa to be incapable 
of doing the right. Océasional lapses into 
madness may be admitted, but the pur- 
suit of his plans for the murder during his 
lucid intervale will be {nsisted upon by the 
state as showing that Hamlet was in the 
possession of his faculties at the time he 
murdered Claudius.

MRS. HOSSACK TO 
'HAVE NEW TRIAL 


DES MOINES, Io., March 7.—Margaret 
Hossack, at the age of 60 years. is to have 
a second trial On the charee of murdering 


her husband at Winterset, {n Madison 
County. 

He was killed wifh an ax as. he lay in 
bed. She was convicted, vent to the peni- 
tentlary, served a vear._anc was returned 
to the county jail on a mandate ‘for a new 
trial from the supreme court. Mrs. Hos- 
sack was convicted at the first trial on 
purely circiumstential evidence. 

John Hogsaeck, a prominent and wealthy 
farmer of Warren County. was murdered 
In hie bed shortly after midnight on the 
morning of December 1, 190. His wife was 
sleeping by his side at the timé, according 
to her sfatements made at the time, and 
adhered to tenaciously since her arrest. 

According to her yersion of the murder 
she wag awakened by a nolse which sound- 
ed like two boards striking together. As 
she roused up she saw a light flash on the 
wall of the bedroom, and heard steps on 
the porch outside the door. She jum 
up and ran outside the house In an ort 
to se¢ who. the intruder was, or to frighten 
him /awayv. Hearing nothing further she 
returned to the house and wes alarmed at 
hearing groans from the bedroom she hed 
just left. She called her children who were 
sleeping in an adjoining room and upstairs,

vaned beck ve the eed were 
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one as though made with a sharp, keen in- 
strument and the other as if by a more 
blunt one. Evidently an ax or hatchet had 
been used, one blow having been struck 
by the edge and the other two by the 
hammer part. The bed clothing and the 
walls of the room were bespatiered with 
blood. 

A bloody ax was found next morning 
under the granary, but there was a con- 
flict of evidence as to whether this was the 
place it had been left the night before or 
not. There were bloodstains upon the han- 
die and blade, but as the ax had been used 
for killing the Thanksgiving ong | it was 
impossible to determine whether the blood 
was that of the fowl or human being, even 
though subjected to a microscopic exami- 
nation. 

A pan of water sitting near the kitchen 
door was found to be discolored, but it 
could not be proven that there was blood 
in the water. Across one shoulder of Mrs. 
Hossack’s chemise were drops of blood, but 
beyond this and the fact that Hossack and 
his wife did not get along well together 
there was no evidence other than that of a 
circumstantial nature.

Crime Was Committed Nine

BUFFALO, N. Y., March 7.—At the end 
of nine days the Buffalo police find them- 
selves absolutely uneble to discover the 
slayer of Edwin L. Burdick. 

The belief here is that the Ashland ave- 
nue mystery will never be solved. 

For six hours today ‘the entire police 
power of the city was devoted to an al- 
leged ‘‘clew,”’ brought 
the authorities by New York reporters. 

Miss Marion Hutchinson, who 
was employed for a 
dick’s envelope establishment, was taken 
from her home to police headquarters. 

This proceeding, declared by the police 
not to have been an arrest, was carried out 
by Chief Cusack and detectives. She was 
under detention until Justice White of the 
Supreme Court ordered her release this 
afternoon. 

While at headquarters, the young wom- 
an Was put through a severe questioning. 
She was asked to give her handkerchief to 
one of the officers present. 

This was due to a desire to bolster up a 
“clew."’ 

A reporter told the police that he had 
found a blood-stained handkerchief, be- 
longing to a woman, in a rubbish heap not 
far from the scene of the murder. 

The police did not refiect that rubbish 
heaps are not allowed to remain a wh 
week in the fashionable sections of this 
city. Instead, the handkerchief that had 
been ‘‘found’’ was compared with the one 
taken from Miss Hutchinson. There were 
no points of resemblance between the two 
bits of Mnen.

PUNISH CRIME SEVERELY 


Robert Pinkerton Tells of the Only 
Way to Put a Stop to Its 
Spread. 


DENVER, Colo., March 7.—Robert A. 
Pinkerton, founder of the Pinkerton 
agency in America, has this to say about 
crime and criminals: 

“There is only one way to put a stop 
to criminals, and that !s make the pun- 
ishment certain and severe. If a man 
can wiggle out of jail by fraudulent 
bond, he goes right on committing crime. 
But if they get a good long term in. the 
penitentiary it puts a stop to their crim- 
inal career. They should not let a crim- 
inal linger in jail. They should give him 
a speedy trial and railroad him to the 
penitentiary. 

“The criminals who so flagrantly per- 
petrate crimes today are not as a rule 
professionals. It is the hobo and tramp 
element. The professional always lays 
his plans before he operates, and will 
always try to see his way clear without 
committing murder. The tramp acts on 
the impulse, as he is only taking a 
chance, and never hesitates to shoot and 


“This element of criminal is generally 
found around cheap lodging houses in 
big cities. The reason it is so hard for 
the police to detect them is because they 
are unknown. There are thousands of 
them ali over the United States. and 
since the tramp has found out how to 
extract glycerine from giant powder, he 
has gone so far as to rob banks. crack 
safes and the statistics show that there 
have been 76 bank robberies: committed 
in New York City by tramps within the 
past year. 

“For 16 years there was not a 
robbery in the United States. For the

QUEER DIPLOMARIC PUZZLE 


Our Consul and Minister Dispute Over 
Only House in Guatamala Usable 
by Americans. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—A. A. Win- 
slow of Hammond. Ind., is here on an un- 
usual mission. Two months ago he was 
appensee consul-general at Guatemala 
City to take the place of Mr. McNally, 
whose differences with Minister Hunter led 
to the retirement of both. 

It seems that there is only one house in 
Guatemala City which American families 
consider fit to live in, and several weeks 
ago Mr. Winslow rented it. Leslie 
Coombs, the new minister, is trying to rent 
the same house, and such a controversy 
has arisen that the state department has 
been called on t o decide who is entitled to 
the house. 

The department holds that the minister, 
being of higher rank and under the neces- 
sity of taking social precedence, should be 
allowed to occupy the house.

If you are a loca! oarsman looking for 
glory, you would do well to report to your 
rowing club and get in Mne for a pos'tion 
on a crew or in shape for. single scull work. 
Many locel crews are going out into the 
Eest after honors this year. Of the six row- 
ing clubs in the local harbor, not one will 
miss being represented either by crews 
or individuals tn the national rowing re- 
gatta, the date and place of which will 
ba decided at New York, March 21. The 
unprecedented sight of a crew on the riv- 
er in the month of March Mmdicates the in- 
terest taken in aquatics locally, and that 
the competition for places will be some- 
more than perfunctory, as it has 
heretofore been. 

According to the plans outlined by Pres- 
Schaab of the Southwestern 
Rowing Association, 1908 will be the next 
greatest year in the annals of St. Louis

of course, be 194, when it is antici- 


ated the national regatta will come to 


‘St. Lou's. 


Aside from the fact that-all of the local 
clubs .are preparing to invade the country 
he enemy in the Past, the local regatta, 
to take place on Creve Cocur lake, will be 
the biggest ever held: here. More men, 
more crews and keener competition are 
promised, and the Southwestern Rowing 


| Association is laying its plans to make the 


event one of general interest. Beside the 
six St. Lou's clubs, the two organizadons 
from Quincy, 1ll., will be represented. 

To the present time, few of the oars- 
men have braved the river for early 
training, but once or twice the “ener 
levee population has seen an early bar 
on the water. Regular training w Yi 
start te | next month, however. 

The national regatta for the present 
year will probably take place in July 
on the Schuyl!kill ieee: If present plans 
are carried out, at least 30 men will rep- 
resent St. Louis in the national events, 
with a good chance of success. 

Two years 2go the Western Club crew 
carried off the prize from the crack east- 
ern aggregations, including the Vesper 
Boat Club, which won the championship 
at Paris. The conditions under which 
the local club won were convincing proof 
that it earned its victory. The Westerns 
had no boat suitable for competition, 
and when they arrived for the race were 
compelled to borrdOW one. Notwithstand- 
ing they were in an entirely new rig, 
the local men struck out and won. 

This year every club in the city has 
arranged for new boats and suitable ap- 
paratus. Every man with a_ possible 
chance of making a crew wilil be out to 
try, and President Schaab expects to 
bring home at least a proportionate share 
of prizes. 

One reason for the unusual representa- 
tion from the Southwestern Association 
at this year's national regatta is that 
the local oarsmen hope to make a favor- 
able impression on the eastern ..®cowers, 
in order to secure votes for the proposi- 
tion to send the World's Fair regatta to 
St. Louis. The awarding of the Olympian 
games to the Mound City-is expected to 
help some, but the local craftsmen want 
‘to show the easterners that the sport is 
in good standing in this city, as in fact 
it is. 

This {s attested by the showing of the 
local- men at the Grand Rapids meeting 
last year, when almost the entire card was 
swept by a handful of athletes from this 
city 

The entire directorate of the Southwest- 
ern Rowing <Associtation is interested in 
securing the big date for this city. So 
far the chances are favorable, according 
to President John Schaab. Mr. Schaab 
is delegated by the organization to repre- 
sent its interests at the meeting to be 
held in the East March 21. At this meet- 
ing only the date for the 19038 regatta will 
be positively determined, but a satisfac- 
tory expression from the 12 members of 
the national board of directors, in whose 
charge the appointing of the date and 
place of the event is placed, is expected, 

A year’s notice in advance is necessarv 
to the South weaters Rowing Association tf 
it hopes to make adequate preparations for 
taking care of the big event, and it is ex- 
pected that the executive committee will 
be able to State unofficially whether or 
not the regatta will be given to St. Louis 
at the time of the next meeting. 

The event, if held here, will necessarily 
take place at Creve Coeur Lake, as the 
lagoons on the Fair grounds will be too 
small 

Mr. Schaab said yesterday: 

“I am hopeful of securing the event, 
though I, of course, have no positive as- 
surance to thiat effect. The matter can- 
not be decided until the executive commit- 
tee acts upon it. 

“TIT have received many favorable assur- 
ances, however, and in a month hope to be 
able to state that the biggest rowing event 
of the 1904 year will take place in Mound

Ed Cuthbert, Formerly a Member of the Old Browns 
Baseball Team, Compares the New Browns 
With Former Namesakes. 


“Nowadays it's the pitcher against the 
batter, both.trying to deceive each other. 
Then, it was hit and run all the time,’’ is 
the brief comparison between baseball, new 
and old, by Ed Cuthbert, a famous member 
of the old St. Louis Brown Stockings of 
1875. 

Cuthbert's name was as well known in St. 
Louls at one time as that of Bobby Wal- 
lace or Pat Donovan is now. He was one 
of the heroes of boys who are now gray- 
haired and men of family. He began play- 
ing ball in St. Louis in 1875, but entered his 
the close of the civil 
war. 

Today Cuthbert is a quick, alert man, 
Age has not dealt harehly with him, and he 
deciares that he can stand any strain that 
a men of 30 could. Many of those who saw 
Cuthbert make his great catches in left 
field have been called out by the Great 
i'mpire. Comparatively few have followed 
his career since he quit baseball, nearly 
twenty years ago. He can walk the streets 
of St. Louis and not be recognized, where 
once he would have been the target of all 
eyes. Such is the fickleness of fate. The 
great American public soon forgets. 

“We had none of your bunting, sacrifice

That State Will Have 
an Exhibit. 


LEGISLATURE HAS BEEN 
HEARING FROM CITIZENS 


No Appointments by the Government 
Nor Will There Be Any Un- 
til the Appropriation 
is Made. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 7.—It is more 
than probable that Tennessee will have a 
creditable exhibit at the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition. That the Fifty-third 
General Assembly will pass the bill making 
an appropriation for this laudable purpose 
is now practically assured. The Dill is 
certain to pass the Senate, and a majority 
of the members of the House have ex- 


pressed themselves by letter or in person 
as tavoring the passage of the Dill. 

When the legisiature took a recess from 
Feb. 13 to March ¥ the outlook for the 
passage of the bill was somewhat bDiue, but 
the vigorous action taken by the business 
men of the state in favor of the measure 
appareutly has eected a revulsion of feei- 
ing among many of the members of the 
legislature concerning the bill, and the 
chances for its passage are now very fiat- 
tering 

The Nashville chamber of commerce is 
peifecting a state organization which will 
advocate this bill, and the Retail Mer- 
chanta’ Association is also doing ail within 
its power to have the bill passed. That 
their efforts wiil be successfui is now prac- 
tically assured, but the committees at work 
on the bill will not let up in their ef- 
forts until the measure becomes a law. 

“While we are confident that the bill 
making an appropriation for an exhibit by 
Tennessee at the St. Louls Exposition will 
pass the general assembly, we do not pro- 
pose to ‘let up’ in our efforts in favor of 
the bill,’’ said a member of the chamber 
of commerce committee Saturday night. 
“As Gov. Frazier has stated, the resources 
of Tennessee cannot be too thoroughly ad- 
vertised, and the appropriation asked for 
will enable the state to make an exhibit 
which will be a credit to Tennessee. I am 
confident that our Legis.ature, which is 
a most patriotic. body, will pass the bill 
providing for an appropriation by an over- 
whelming majority.’ 

From Gov. Frazier himself it can be 
authoratively stated that he has made 
no appointments of any commissioners to 
represent Tennessee at the St. Louis’ Ex- 
position. 

“The report current that I have made 
any appointment of commissioners or any 
other appointments in connection with the 
St. Louis Exposition is without founda- 
tion,”’ said Gov. Frazier Saturday night. 
“I positively have not appointed or re- 
quested any ‘prominent citizens’ of the 
State to attend the inaugural ceremonies 
of the St. Louls Exposition. This impres- 
sion came from the mere fact that the 
Secretary of State was requested to sug- 
gest twenty prominent citizens of the state 
who might be named to attend the open- 
ing exercises of the Exposition. Up to 
date I have made no appointments.”’

of New York, 1s vice-president; Dr. KR. C. 
Webb of Rayne, La., one of the largest 
rice land owners in the country and who 
has done probably more than any othe- 
person for the development of that indus- 
try in the Pelican State, is treasure’, and 
George Kk. Sears, manager of the i:iayne 
Rice Milling Company, secretary. 

According to the announced plans of the 
company, it proposes to build a canal for 
irrigation purposes 250 feet wide, the rignt- 
of-way to be 100 feet additional in width 
The importance of the new organization 
can better be understood when it is stated 
that it will reclaim and Irrigate some .\),- 
0” acres of prairie land in Hayes and 
Marmeon prairies, and make them the 
finest rice lands to be found anywhere 
in the world. The water supply wili be 
@rawn from Bayou Cpurtebleau, at a con- 
venient point between Opelousas and 
Washington in St. Landry parish, above 
salt water tide. 

The country through which the canal 
will be operated lies along the line oj tne 
Southern Facific HKatlroad company, and 
that road will play an important part in 
the matter of colonization of that section 
The company has already been success:ul 
in inducing a large number of people to 
locate there, but now the opportunities fo- 
that development will be greater than 
ever and colonists to a still greater num- 
ber will be atiracted. There is room tor

SPEAKS FOR THE NEGRO. 


Mississipi Judge Scores Whitecappers 
and Urges Their Indictment. 

JACKSON, Miss., March 7.—Judge Jeff 
Truly of the Sixth judicial district of 
Mississippi is following up his vigorous at- 
tack on the whitecappers and the whitecap- 
ping spirit in a manner that is attracting 
the attention of the entire state. 

In a charge to the grand jury of Pike 
county Judge Truly devoted the greater 
part of his utterances to this subject and 
scored the agitators unmercifully. 

The portion of Judge Truly'’s charge on 
this subject has been widely commented 
upon. He sald that the “race question, — 
so-called, is in reality the ‘labor question 
with us : 

“I think it time, high time,’’ said the 
judge, ‘‘that some one in the state of Mis- 
sisstppi should say something on this line 
to the people; some one -who speaks the 
truth, in fear of God; some one who has 
nothing to lose by speaking the truth, noth- 
ing to gain by concealing it; some one 
whose sincerity cannot reasonably be ques- 
tioned, who can have no other motive than 
the bettering of the condition of the peo- 
pie—the advancement of the prosperity and 
welfare of his country. And, first, gentle- 
men, it should ever be borne in mind that 
the race question is rarely itated North 
or South, save by some designing office- 
secker ‘tho hopes to achieve political suc- 

result,”’

Man. 


DEEDED HIS HOME TO 
HIS NINE CHILDREN 


Most Charitable Old Man, Who Has 
For Years Fought the State, 
Which Insisted Upon Col- 
lecting Taxes, 


CHIEF GABRIEL GODFROY. 


Special *5 the Post-Dispatch. 

PERU, Ind., March 7.—Gabriel Godfroy, 
chief of the remnant of the once powerful 
tribe of Miami Indians, has just disposed 
of his last bit of real estate and is now a 
poor man. 

To his nine children, Shequah, Wapeicit, 
Pemascaquah, Wasahcough, Luednak- 
Kisuequah, Ahlook, Meshingomasia, Wa- 
ponquah and Wasaup. Chief Godfroy and 
wife (his third one) have deeded their 
homestead, a two-story frame house lo- 
cated upon a 10-acre farm four miles 
southeast of Peru. 

Twenty years ago Chief Godfroy owned 
500 acres of the best farm iand in this se-:- 
tion of Indiana. Most of it was along the 
Wabash and Mississinnewa rivers, two 
miies east of Peru. 

The common characteristics of the In- 
dian, that of poor management, predomi- 
nates in the person of Chief Godfroy, and 
gradually his vast estate has slipped away 
fron: him. That Chief Godfroy has been 
frequently imposed upon is a well known 
fact. The whites as well as the Indians, 
when in trouble, have gone to Chief God- 
froy for money, and he, being moe chari- 
table to others than himself, has given 
them more than he could afford. He has 
never refused to help a friend in need, 
consequently his charitable disposition is 
well known. lle has even mortgaged his 
farms in order to bail Indians arrested for 
drunkenness and much of the money he 
had loaned has never been paid-bark. Fcr 
lack of payment the mortgages were [{ore- 
closed and finally the old ¢éhief nas been 
forced to deed his remaining property to 
his children in order to save the family 
a home, which fronts on the old indian 
burying ground. 

For ten years Chief Godfroy fought the 
commissioners of Miami county to keep 
from paying taxes, because, he gaye. that 
his land was never owned by anyone ex- 
cept the Indians, and that in a treaty made 
in 1818 it was specified that the land’should 
not be taxed while it remained in the pos- 
session of the Indians. 

During his lifetime Chief Godfroy has 
enjoyed all the liberties of the whites, and 
he has taken part in politics and voted. 
For these reasons the county commiss'on- 
ers claim that he is a citizen and not an 
Indian in the care of the government. 

Chief Godfroy was 72 years old last New 
Year's day, and that his troubles weigh 
heavily on his mind is piain to be seen on 
his wrinkled face and long white hair. 

Chief Godfroy’s present wife is Jennie 
Logan, a daughter of Andrew Logan, who 
served in the Civil war as a private sol- 
dier, and was a brother of Gen. John A.

CASH PAYMENT FOR OMAHAS 


Government Holding of $397,000 in 
Trust Will Now Be Distributed 
Among That Prosperous Tribe. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Senators Mil-/ 
lard and Dietrich of Nebraska secured the 
insertion in the Indian appropriation bill, 
before it passed, of an amendment provid- 
ing that the tribal moneys held by the 
interior department to the credit of the 
Omaha tribe in Nebraska be distributed 
armoong Indians of 21 years or over. This 
means distribution of $397,000. 

Secretary Hitchcock has approved the 
amendment, which looks to completing the 


distribution begun a year ago, when $100,- 
06O0 was distributed. 

The money represents the fund which 
the Indian department has held in trust 
for the Omahas. This tribe is one of the 
most advanced in the country. It has 
always lived in Nebraska, When the 
Winnebagoes came down from South Da- 
kota and wore settled with the Omahas, a 
large part of the lands belonging to the 
latter tribe was turned over to the new- 
cumers, the government paying the Oma- 
has tor it, but holding the fund in trust. 
Later another strip of Omaha land was 
opened for white settlement on like terms. 

The Omahas now hold nearly all their 
Innds in severalty, about 140,000 acres be- 
ing owned by the 1200 members of tne 
tribe. They have good schools, most of 
them can read and write and they ar@ 
good farmers, living in comfortable houses, 
cwning live stock and good implements. 

When the first $100,( distribution was 
made a year ago the money was invested 
in better houses, cattle and farm toois. 
None of it was wasted. 

With 14,000 acres of land at current val- 
ues, besides the big sum to be distributed, 
and their stock, implements, etc., the Oma- 
has are one of the richest communities in 
the country. The 1200 Indlans—men women 
and children—are worth about $5,000,000 or 
over $4000 per capita. The average per 
capita wealth of the United States is only 
about $1236. 

At the Omaha-Winnebago agency, which 
is only a few miles from Sloux ty, it is 
said the division of the Indian fund was 
net expected now, but has been desired a 
long time The Winnebagoes will not 
come in on the distribution, being far less 
advanced and capable than the Omahas. 
There are now 1089 Winnebagoes,

They Have Discovered the 
Beauties of the South 
Dakota Laws. 


THINK ANY EXCUSE IS 
A SUFFICIENT PLEA 


Marriages Now Solemnized Under the 
Laws of the State Instead of 
the Simple Tribal Cere- 
mony, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHAMBBPRLAIN, 8. D., March 7.—The 
Indians have discovered the beauties of the 
Dakota divorce laws; and are taking ad- 
vantage of them. 

At the present rate of increase the Indian 
divorce mill of South Dakota will in five 
years become more extensive than the 
ready-made divorce factory for easterners, 

While an Indian divorce was an unheard- 
of thing half a decade ago, 16 petitions for 
legal separation have been filed at Oacoma 
alone during the past year by full-blooded 
Sioux bucks or squaws. 

Divorces have come to the Indians as one 
of the heritages of civilization. The Indian 
officials have been trying for 20 years to 
induce the Indians to be married according 
to the white man’s law. Now they have al- 
most succeeded. But the game law has 
taught them the interesting fact that they 
can change wives or husbands. They fall 
to understand that the divorce law is any- 
thing but a means of attaining the luxury 
of an unlimited number of marriages. Many 
bucks and squaws who know not a word 
of English and bear no mark of civilization 
except that of clothes, come to the attor- 
ney’s offices here and in Oacoma and ask 
for divorces when they have no other rea- 
son but a desire to form a new marriage. 
They point to other Indians who had had 
many wives, and ask why they cannot 
when the law provides the way. : 


Social Laws Became 
Decidedly Lax. 

When the Indian tribes were placed on 
reservations and cut off from their native 
wild life, their respect for their own social 
laws dwindled. It was not long until many 
were living in utter disregard of the — 


Obligations. Bucks deserted 

squaws took on new husbands withou 
formality and without any reason except 
their desire. Bigamy was erased from the 
calendar of tribal offenses. It was to rem- 
edy this evil that the government officials 
and the church missionaries demanded that 
the Indians be married aby to the 
South Dakota laws. Now that they have 
found out about the divorces they seek to 
return to their old free life through the 
divorce avenue. 

At the last term of court at Oacoma, 
Burnt Prairie, a well-known old warrior, 
testified proudly that he had had 36 wives. 
The new order of things means that his 
son will probably wafit as many wives, but 
will endeavor to have them in compliance 
with the white man’s law, — frequent 
application to the divorce courts 

he Indian marriage of today is a cu- 
rious mixture of ov il hods and 
tribal ceremonies. .Unwft 
their traditional 
are now using both the tribal and 
llized marriage laws. The young buck 
chooses his squaw in the manner of the 
Sioux, then is married by a justice of the 
peace or a missionary clergyman. 

The dance at which squaws are pub- 
licly chosen by eligible bucks has not 
lost its popularity. At sufficiently fre- 

quent intervals these dances are called. 

hey are usually held in great tents. The 
old warriors and squaws take their seats 
in a circle and sit silently smoking kin- 
ickinick. Presently the younger Indians 
come in. The bucks are arrayed in all 
the finery that civilization has left them. 
All the marriageable maidens enter the 
tent with coverings over their heads. 
These are Sergyoussy made and rattle at 
every step, with beads and the teeth of 
wild animals. 


How the Buck 

Chooses His Squaw. 

At a signal from an older Indian, the 
younger ones begin the dance. It is an un- 
oouth step, possessing no charm for the 
white man. piers a peculiar rhythm of 


movement the “ig bucks hop about from 
maiden to maiden, lifting up the coverings 
and looking at the faces underneath. 
at length the buck has found his lad 
he marches off with her. Under the 
customs, the marriage is concluded when 
the Indian takes his bride to his tepee. 

But even the hot-blooded Sioux have been 
tamed to submission to the civilized mar- 
riage law. When the sacred dance is con- 
cluded the couples set off for the nearest 
town or church. Justices of the peace in 
Oacoma have been visited by as many as 
cniety couples at the same time, all de- 
manding immediate marriage. The Epis- 
copalian missions are proving most popular 
however. The Indians are mystified and 
charmed by the elaborate marriage cere- 
mony of the Episcopal marriage, go they 
now look up these churches to fg@zh the 
elaborate tribal custom of choosing wives 
and husbands. They want to be married 
by high church form. They think this more 
in coomng with their own ceremony than 
the few nformal words in a dingy little 
justice's office. 

As many of the Indian marriages 
be performed through interpreters. on i 
divorce hearings are carried on lar as 
serous h intermediaries. It is a novel ght 
to itness copper-hued Sioux Indians 
Rabon with those who slew Custer’s 
army, sitting about a courtroom and watcn. 
ing with solemn mien the red-tape of a 
modern court.

Thirty states were represented at the convent.on of the MNa- 
Jonai Goods Roads Association at Chicago, on Friday of last 
week. The convention decided to petition Congress for an ap- 
propriation of $20,000,000 for the estabiishment of better turn- 
pikes, on the understanding that on receiving {ts apportionment 
of the amount, cach state should appropriate an equal sum, the 
whole to be used in road betterment, 

The amount to be asked for appears large, but the area to be 
covered is so great that the $40,000,000 ra-sed in this way would 
eniy be sufficient to construct enough miles of road in each 
etaie to make a beginning and afford valuable object lessons. 
The belief is that such object lessons would stimulate the people 
generally to complete the work

FRANCIS SHOWS EUROPE. ' 


Europe is gaping with wonder and admiration at the achieve 
ments of President Francis In behalf of the World's Fair. 

Originally intending to make a swift trip to London for the 
purpose of attending the Washington's birthday dinner of the 
American colony, Mr. Francis enlarged his plans to embrace a 
visit to the capitals of France, Spain, Italy, Germany, Belgium 
and Holland in the interest of the Exposition. He is condensing 
this tour into the brief period of two weeks. 

Mr. Francis is vverthrowing all the conventions and tradi- 
tional methods of European courts and governments. He is 
treating rulers as he would treat business men if he were pro- 
moting a project. Cutting out red tape ‘and circumlocution, he 
goes direct to the business he has in hand. Within two days he 
had aroused King Edward and his ministers to a lively sense of 
the importance of the World’s Fair and of the desirability of 
England's having a great exhibit. King Edward offered him the 
jubilee gifts of Queen Victoria, which will make a most at- 
tractive feature of the British exhibit. A day and a night were 
sufficient to kindle in President Loubet and his ministers World's 
Fair enthuslasm. One day in Madrid stirred up the Spanish 
ministry and put a new face on Exposition. affairs there. 

No wonder Europe is astonished. It is not accustomed to men 
and methods of this kind. It has never seen business methods 
applied to courts. It has never known governmental concerns 
to be handled with the speed and directness of a business trans- 
action. It is not familiar with the type of man who is at 
home in the court, the cabinet, the business office or at the 
banquet board. 

President Francis has demonstrated what a man of force, en- 
ergy and trained capacity can do.. He has not only accomplished 
most surprising results, but has given Europe an extraordinary 
exhibit of American manhood—of the typical American busin:ss 
man under a full head of steam. He has illustrated American 
methods. Mr. Francis has done more within two weeks to ad- 
vertise the World's Fair, to secure the co-operation of European 
governments and to arouse popu.ar interest in Europe than couid 
have been accomplished by a year’s work of ordinary agents in 
conventional ways.

Stress of Temptation in the City. 
NOTHER group of young men outline 
A their temptation and their fall. They 
feel that one mistake compromised 
the career. Success is no longer for them. 
One weak hour when they were lured aside 
from the path of integr'ty, one false friend, 
who represents Satan transformed into an 
angel of light, wrought their undoing. Now 


they go forward wearing their ball anda 
chain, hidden indeed, but real. 


These letters open up the whole question 
of temptations in the city. The young men 
insist that the margin of savings goes each 
mght into the theater ticket, the cigars 
and the occasional glass of beer. All .of 
this makes it impossible to get a little 
capital, that, like a tiny snowball, it rolls 
and gathers volume, and begins to bring 
in interest. This brings up the whole quca- 
tion of stimulants. 

The question that confronts a young man 
is, having received a fairly good body, 
as a working instrument, how shall I get 
the most possible out of this engine with 
the least injury to the mechanism and 
with the least possible margin of repairs, 
called vacation and media'ne? 

The fireman on a locomotive understands 
that certain simple forms of coal flame up 
and heat the boiler, while other forms of 
coal melt, run down around the iron grat- 
ing and burn out the firebox. The deéstruc- 
tion of the fire box is expensive. It ruins 
the engine. - 

This ts the philosophy of-foods and stim- 
ulants. The question is what food is the 
best fuel for the body and digestion, in- 
volves the least wear and tear and leaves 
the smallest amount of ashes and cinders? 
Suppose you are in a cold room and the 
thermometer shows 40. You are at your

But the room is just as cold as it was 
before. Your bodily condition has not 
changed. You have deceived the ther- 
mometer but not Mother Nature, | 

And suppose you have worked 10 hours 
under high pressure, and suffer from brain 
fag, and tire. Then you strike a little 
match named a cigar or a glass of whisky, 
and hold it under your nerve thermometer. 
After a little the mercury in the nerves 
rises, and you feel rested, But, in reality, 
you have not changed the bodily condition. 
The muscle, the brain, are just as tired 
as they were before. 

What they need is not stimulant or nar- 
cotic, but simple food, exercise and rest. 
In the one case the match Hed to the ther- 
momiter, and left a cold room; in the other 
case the cigar and the whisky lied to your 
body. 

What you needed was a piece of rare 
beefsteak, one-half as much as your hun- 
ger demanded, and sleep. 

I do not say that a cigar or a pipe, or a 
glass of beer represent sin. I‘simply say 
that, for myself, the intellectual stimu- 
lants, the events of daily life keep me 
keyed up and forbid torpor. I need neither 
narcotic nor stimulant. 

Also, I have seen many young mén over- 
taken with heavy colds, from which they 
have received pneumonia or some slight 
illness, die with weak heart. hecausea 
when they called in their reserves, _his 
tobacco heart refused its help. So I do not 
smoke. From my viewpoint of driving the 
brain at high pressure action, I have no 
confidence in the stimulants named beer 
or wine, but I have much confidence in 
good bread, good meat, exercise and sleep. 


The same principle holds good of the 
amusements and the theater. What young 
men need is not a round of excitement in 
the evening, not the drifting from one con- 
cert room to another, from one theater to 
another, but opportunity for solitude, quiet 
reading, brooding, observation, making of 
notes, the writing out of one’s own reflec- 
tions. | 

This way leads to safety and success. You 
can -vecover from your mistakes; you need 
not be ruined by one sin. The youth does

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the treasury. It is the history of every 
Congress that hundreds of measures, which 
are generally unknown, and which cannot 
pass if there is an opportunity debate or 
proper scrutiny, are held up until the last 
few days of the session. Then it is hoped 
to get them through while there is a rush 
of closing up necessary business. In this 
way many unjust private claims are put 
thier igh. 

When Mr. Wagoner insisted upon becom- 
ing a member of Congress, and the House 
recognized the legitimacy of his claim he 
created the legislative situation which pre- 
verted the necessary unanimous consent 
lor the passage of these measures. This 
again shows his masterly skill as an op- 
portunist. Ite made it {mpossible to pass 
the steals. If he hed gone about.tt in. the 
usual: agressive manner of the impetuous 
parliamentarian {t would have been im- 
possible to stop this flood of stealings. 

He calmly retained his impregnable post- 
tlon in seat 232, maintaining the legisla- 
tive deadlock, and all this iniquitous legis- 
tion perished without so much as a dying 
agjueal. The lobbyists of Washington are 
the name of Wagoner more bitter- 
ly than they ever did the name of Holman 
or Cannon. He has made living hard for 
them this summer. More than one rascal. 
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a sense-of public duty and lets it go at . 
that. 

It is noteworthy that this legislator with 
a record of only one day in the House did 
not concern himself with the small per- 
quisites of his office. There are many 
which belong to a congressman, including 
free knives and sometimes railroad parses, 
lt was announced when he was seated that 
he would be paid for the entire two year, 
As a matter of fact he will only be pald 
from July 1 to the close of his term, Con 
gress unseated Butler the first time last 
June. Wagoner'’s pay begins then, and not 
with the beginning of the congressional 
session. This makes a difference of $7000 e 
him, but he makes no complaint. 

He was ajso deprived of his salary of a 
secretary, except for the time when he was 
actually in service. This will amount te 
about $16, which will go to his secretary, 
John B. Owens, a well known St. Louts pole 
iticlan.

CAUSES GOSSIP 


What Will Be Result of Ab- 


sorption of lowa & St. 
Louis by Burlington. 


NOT LIKELY THAT IT WILL 
SOON BE COMPLETED 


As a Feeder It Will Be Just About as 
Valuable to the Country Through 
Which It Passes as Though 
Completed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

MACON, Mo., March 6.—The absorption 
of the Iowa & St. Louis road by the Buri- 
ington, while not exactly unexpected, will 
Start a trend of speculations in railroad 


circles.

designed as a coal] road, the 
ened until the scheme embraced 
a trunk line from Sioux City, Io., to St. 
Louis, where the grain from the great 
fields of the northwest was to be unloaded 
for the gulf. And it was stated John W. 
Gates and his friends had already started 
the contractors on the barges. 

The lowa & St. Louis tapped the best 
coal lands in northern Missouri and south- 

mn towa. And along with its big grain 
traffic would be added this other very nec- 
essary articie of commerce. 

The Burlington took all these things into 
consideration, and let the builders go along 
& whiie to see whether they were really in 
earnest. After the line had been completed 
from Centerville to Norvinger, equipped 
with rolling stock and the graders put to 
work on the St. Louis end, it began to look 
like it was time to act, and the Burlington 
swallowed the new railroad and mines— 
lock, stock and barrel—and the Iowa & 
St. Louls as an independent line passes 
into history. 


What the Deal 
Really Means. 


That the road will be completed to Sioux 
City on the northwest and St. Louis on the 
southeast is questionable. The Burlington 


has a pretty direct line from Macon to Sl. 
Louis already. Some surveys: were made 
a few years o for a cut-off to some point 
this side of the Missouri river to handle 
a little more expeditiously the World's 
Fair business, and the acquisition of the 
Iowa & St. Louis may render that move 
more desirable than’ ever. 

As a feeder to St. Louis the road, under 
the new management, will be nearly as 
Valuable as had a direct line been com- 
pleted on the surveys made by the Iowa 
& St. Louis engineers. The Burlington hae 
ample switching and depot grounds at Ma- 
con and will not need to expend much mon- 
ey in land for round houses and shops. 

The new road has developed a crop of 
some 15 or 2 new towns between Center- 
ville and Macon, in all of which are bust- 
ling townsite companies and indefatiguable 
estate men. The most important of 
these is Connelsville, the next town north 
of Norvinger, Adair County. This was the 
headquarters of the Missouri branch of 
the anufacturers’' Coal and oke Co. 
There are seven collieries there, emploring 
hundreds of miners. An _ electric ight 
plant of good caodalty has been installed, 
many stores and dwellings erecte It has 
every convenience of a thrifty little Ameri- 
can city 


Roadbed Will 

Be Made Substantial.

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HE war department has issued an order to the 
effect that the new olive-drab service uniform 
for officers and men of the United States army 

will become official July 1, next. 

This means that after that date the famillar ex- 
pression, “the boys in blue,” will not properly designate 
American soldiers in the field or on actual fatigue duty. 
The color of the new uniform, called olive-drab in the 
official order, is variously styled by those who have 
seen samples of the goods as green, greenish-gray, 
brownish-greenyinvisible green, modified khaki, yellow, 
dirty green, yellow-brown, and by other terms with 
more or less meaning. 

An overcoat belonging to Lieut. Kellar of the 
Fourth Cavalry, at Jefferson Barracks, is the only gar- 
ment of the olive-drab cloth thus far received in St. 
Louis. Most of the army officers have seen samples 
of the cloth, but no two describe it in similar terms. 
“It is impossible to describe the color of it in words,” 
the officers sav. As to the enlisted men, few of them 
have seen samples of the cloth, and their speculation as 
to its hue are varied and amusing. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch today, however, presents to the public 
a color page showing the actual color of«the new army uniform. The 
inks were mixeu to reproduce accurately the hue of the cloth, from a 
sample furnished by the war department to one of the official military 
tailors. This is the first time the new uniform color has been printed any- 
where in the world. Owing to the peculiarity of the new hue, the task 
of reproducing it was difficult, but the art of the modern printer has tri- 
umphed. 

Beginning the first day of July the new uniforms will be issued as 
rapidly as they may be required. The present stock of blue uniforms, it 
is expected, will be practically exhausted by that date. Thereafter all 
the service uniforms that are made, both for officers and men on service 
duty, will be of the olive-drab. é . 

Both officers and men will still wear the beloved blue as a dress 
unform, but wherever and whenever American soldiers are on workinz 
or fighting service, at home or abroad, in garrison or in the field, they 
will be clad in the olive-drab, which has been selected by the war depart- 
ment as the color best calculated to render the troops invisible to an 
enemy, or in khaki cloth cut to the same pattern for use in hot climates. 

There are distinct changes in the new service uniform other than 
in its color.” The coat is to fit tight at the waist, but will be loose at the 
chest, the regulations calling for at least fivaginches in excess of the 
chest measurement. The breeches, loose down to the knee, will be tight 
below the knee and laced from the knee-bend to the shoetop.

For a generation, now the celebrated 
Rubens painting has been in the posses- 


sion of Joseph Lehner. Not many years 


ago he was offered $}5,000 for the ‘*'Ecce 
Homo” by J. A. Hart, a wealthy mer- 
chant of Des Moines, but the offer was 


spurned. The painting came into Lehner's 
poesession through his first wife, in whose 
family it has been for over a hundred 
years. Mrs. Lehner is a d@scendant of the 
famous Griefenstein family of the Black 
Forest region of Germany. How the Grief- 
ensteins originally secured the Rubens is 


certain. but when Mrs. Lehner came 
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to America she brought the world famous 
painting with her, and during all her life 
with Lehner it was their most treasured 
holding. 

With the death of the first Mrs. Lehner, 
her husband lived alone for a time and 
then took a second wife. The Rubens con- 
tinued to be their chief treasure, and from 
the mantel over the firéplace the thorn- 
crowned Savior looker down on the Leh- 
ners in their humble home. Scores of peo- 
ple visited the house and saw the picture. 
Many offers were madé, ranging high in 
the thousands, but all were rejected. No

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CELESTIAL PHOTOGRAPHY SHOWS NEW 


T HAS just been announced by one of the 


ablest astronomers that a long ex- 
posure survey of the whole heavens 
with the modern photographic telescope 


would show no fewer than 500,000,000 stars. 

The writer says that in the southern sky 
he has counted 5600 stars visible distinctly 
to the naked eye, which shows there are 
about 10,000 wtars. in the whole heavens 
which can be seen by the eye alone. An 
ordinary opera glass will show close to 
190,000 stars, and with the great Yerkes tel- 
escope about 200,000,000 are visible. If a pho- 
tograph would show 5600,(00,000 stars, the 
question arises: ‘‘Where does finality come 
in?’’ The writer answers this very inter- 
esting question thus! 

“As we go on constructing larger and yet 
larger teleBcopes. more and yet more stars 
will appear. Fach remove we are only 
sceing further and further down the great 
endless galleries of space, and the goal of 
our desire ts ae far off as ever. 

“We tmay only be making visible the fron- 
tler realms of an infinite domain, the hin- 
terland of which is a region s0 vast that 
no human invention can fathom it, ard no 
human intellect can measure or compre- 
hend it. 

“This does not at all follow. It Is true 
that the larger the telescope the greater 
the enumber of stars made visible by it, 
but the question is. does the number seen 
increase in the same proportion as the size 
of the telescope would lead us to expect? 

“Tf the universe is infinite in extent and 
the stars infinite in number, then in a 
telescope of a certain size we ought to see 
@ definite number of stars. Do we see ihis 
number? 

“New, the answer to this question is that 
the number of etars we do see in a very 
large telescope falls far short of the num- 
ber we @ught to see, on the assumption that 
there ts no limit to the number of stars, 
but, on the other hand, the number geen 
is quite in keeping with the contention that 
each tnerease of telescopic power brings 
our vision nearer and nearer to the outer 
fringe of our finite universe 

“The game remarkable result is reached 
if we consider recent photographic research 
in this direction. As we increase the length 
of the exposure we do not obtain an equiva- 
lent increase in the number of stars regis- 
tered on the photographic plate. 

“Indeed, we sometimes reach a _ IlIimit, 
different, of course, for different parts of 
the sky, beyond which we cease to photo- 
graph any more stars, however long the 
exposure. We have, in short, photographed 
all there is to photograph.

“The telescope carries the astronomer 
through the stellar distances right on to 
the region where the stars thin out on the 
margin of the great océan of space that 
surrounds the universe like a garment. 
From what he sees he is able to vstimate 
all he could possibly see. The part visible 
is to him a certain measure of the whole. 

“And that whole—how vast. how stu- 
pendous! The most modest estimate gives 
y,000,000.000 as the total number of stars in 
the universe—],000,000,000. 

“If this be so—and the result is arrived 
at by a variety of ways—then a telescope 
16 feet in’ diameter will bring us to the 
foreshores of that vast, inviolate, untrou- 
bled sea of empty space that girds our 
realm of stars. 

“Empty space! It may not be empty. 
Here and there island universes as large 
as our own may break the monvtony of 
that shoreless sea; islands and inlets that 
are visible in our largest telescopes as 
faint wisps and whorls of misty light, 
specks against the darkness. 

“After all, the number of universes may 
be as countless and diverse as the stars. 
There is nothing unreasonable in such a 
theught.”’ ;

HE police system of St. Louls encour- 
7 ages vice and crime. The vicious and 
criminal classes are flourishing be- 
cause they are being protected. The laws 
are not being enforced as they ought to be. 
Corruption In a police system is the greAt, 
cst menace a city can have. If the police 
force takes wages from the taxpayers, and 
blood money from the thief, the gambler, 
and the law-breaking saloon keeper, where 

does the law abiding citizen me in? 

St. Louis has laws requiring the excise 


commiss‘oner to withdraw the license of a> 
- 


saloon which has proved to be disreputable 
or in which the laws are disregarded in re- 
spect to music and gambling upon the com- 
plaint of the police.. If the police d'‘d its 
duty hundreds of such saloons would he 
closed in a day. Why are they not closed? 
‘ine police does not do its duty, because 
lt gets,a rake-off for protection. 

It is the duty of the police to report in- 

actions of the excise laws to the excise 
cemmissioner. Until the police do so the 
commissioner cannot act. .Saloons in all 
parts of the city break the laws daily, but 
the members of the police force do not 

“see’’ tt. The office of the excise commis- 
sioner is thus made to countenance crime. 
The office should be abolished. Its duties 
should be relegated to a nonpartisan, hon- 
est board. 

Saloon licenses shauld be referred to the 
cqunty judges after The characters of the 
applicants for licenses have beer reported 
by the police. The present system is a 
farce and an insult to the Intelligence of 
every citizen. 

Who is tc expose and bring about the 
reforms of these conditions? There are 
many who do not hesitate to dechare that 
a@ minister of the gospel should have noth- 
ing to say about the conduct of municipal 
and state affairs. They resent his interfer- 
ence, with the declaration that he ought 
not to meddle in the affairs of others, 
They assume that when he preaches the 
gospel of Jesus Christ he thereby forfeits 
his citizenship and all its sacred obliga- 
tions. Are we to be frightened into be- 
lieving this to be the case, or tempted to 
acknowledge that it is best not to dabble 
in temporal affairs, about which we are 
supposed to know so little? 

Not only the minister does not forfeit his 
rights or lay aside his obligations of citi- 
geneh'p upon his entrance into the ministry. 
but more than ever he must be the leader 
of the people in a]jl that pertains to the 
public welfare. 

If I fight political corruption by hobnob- 
bing with corruptionists or by adopting 
their damnable methods I shall not succeed, 
“Fight the devil with fire’ may be cunning 
counsel, but it is not a good ethical prin- 
ciple, 

The lone reformer is very much like the 
lone’ politician—‘‘not in it’ to use a signifi- 
cant slang phrase. Why do crime, cor- 
ruption and public and private debauchery 
exist? Because the people, led by the 
clergy, do not demand chat they cease. 

Why are dramshop laws not ¢nforced? 
Because we have no time to stir up SBSei- 
bert, excise commissivner, and Hawes, 
president Board of Police Commissionera,, 
who only move for good **hen someone puis 
a battering ram behind them, om 

My fight against police laxity and cor- 
ru; tion was ferced upon me by the condi- 
tions In mMywown parieh. Bince I began '!t 
I have leat®ed muct—f truth concerning 
peice methods, and I know. whereof. 1 
speak. 

The en'oons In my parish became so un- 
bearable «hat it was “up to” the church 
und the decent people to suppress them or 
fet out. In connection with the saloons 
vice was rampant. The policeman on the 
corner saw it all, uncaring and unmoved. 
and he could not be made to take an Inter- 
est inuit. The saloons were wide open on 
Sundays and carried! on high revel in the 
prerence of decent church-go'ng people. 

All dav’men and women passe] into and 
out of the winerooms, from which issued 
Grunken shouts and rihala sengs. Youths 
and young girls were eneouruged te fre- 
quent them. The conditions became so 
bed that reapectable people kept away from 
church rather than run this gauntlet of 
viieness. 50 if the saloons remained che 
church iaust go. 

The liquor traffic can never be abolished. 
Piveryone knows that it can be regulated. 
Our laws do regulate it, but the police do 
mot enforce the laws. The laws prohibit 
winerooms in connection with saloons. yet 
they exist.

was called. At this- meeting the anti 
wineroom crusade began. 

The conditions we found to be _ horrib’é, 
and in some instances heartrending. Young 
girls were lured from the Union Station 
into them; boys of tender years were en- 
ticed from the schools end their work. So 
sure of protection were the _ proprietors 
that they laughed at our efforts, and the 
police intimated that we would better mind 
our own business. 

When we had sufficient evidence we 
opened fire. The first point of attack was 
Vic Rosenbergs saloon at Fifteenth and 
Pine streets. The law-breakers were so 
sure that they could conduct their dirty 
business that they boldly went before 
Excise Commissioner Higgins for vindi- 
cation with grins of derision. Rosenberg 
had been assured by a brewery agent that 
things were ‘‘fixed,”’ that it was a case of 
“bluff” on the part of a few preachers, 
a mere spasmodic effort. 

If a thunderbolt had struck Mr. Rosen- 
berg he could not have been more aston- 
ished than when the excise commissioner 
promptly revoked his license after we had 
presented our evidence. There was nothing 
else for him to do. We ru'ned Rosenberg, 
and he left the state. 

Rosenberg's frierds came to me and im- 
plored me not to oppose him if he applied 
for a new license. I simply told them that 
my fight was on saloons that were not run 
according to law. 

This victory alarmed the brewers, who 
saw that we were determined to close the 
dirty saloons and cut down their revenues. 
I met one of them, a member of the board, 
in a meeting before the Police Board. He 
told me boldly that he would fight me, not 
because the dirty wineroom traffic was 
not contrary to law and debasing to the 
young, but begause it hurt his pocketbook. 

He said we had already cost him a great 
deal of money in empty saloon buildings, 
from which we had driven the bars and 
the winerooms, which he had supported 
and on which he held the leases. I told 
him we were giad he was losing money 
ard hoped he would lose more. 

In e'ght months we had twen'y citations 
before the excise commiss'oner, who w'th- 
drew the license In nearly every case, In 
spite of the fact that the brewers fought 
every one of them to the Iimit. The police 
would not testify for fear of losing their 
siars. 

Finding.that the police were dead set 
against us, and defending the saloons, we 
organized a staff of detect'ves of our own 
to gather testimony, and took our css 
into the Court of Criminal ‘Correctivn. 
Higgins got tired of revoking licenses for 
us. We employed Mr. Johnson, formerly 
United S‘ates senator from Indiana, to 
prosecute them, ard secured six convictions 
before juries that were lgrgely composed of 
Germans. 

Tt was at this time thet £1 Butler took 
a hand 'n the matter. We tried to close 
Ii@nion’s sa’oon at Nineteen h ond Chest- 
nut strects. afterwards cond:cte! by “Bad 
Jack" Williams. and a dler>orrab’e negro 
Joint at Third and Foplar stree*s, under the 
wing and protection of Chrie Schawacker.

Ow boys 
were being corrupted politically, and polli- 
tical influence was uppermost with them 
Sa'oon-keepers in the parish had. bcen or- 
dered to give the boys all they wanted to 
drink, to let them drink to the lmit. 

Our young men were thus debauched. 
They were induced to join repeating gangs 
In the saloons. that were recruiting sta- 
tlone for such work, and several have 
become irrec'almable drunkards. I have 
lost 20 boys from my church through this 
devilish influence.

One day in a saloon brawl this boy was 
shot and mortally wounded. Th2 saloon he 
was shot in was only two blocks from the 
church. He knew that he was going to 
die and remembered the church and all its 
old teachings. Breaking from those who 
held him he ran for the church, his life 
abbing at every step. 

Half way he faltered and fell into the 
arms of a passing stranger, whom he com- 
manded to lay him upon the sid2walx, and 
run to fetch me. But before the inan could 
Summon me the boy was dead. 

I knew the hisfory of his temptation and 
downfall, and on the day of his funeral! the 
people flocked to my church to hear me 
denounce the system. But I staid away. 
The blow was too deep for reproach or re- 
crimination, and {= had lost twenty boys 
through the same influence. 

Then the people said: ‘Is it possible that 
no man dare say aught against politicians? 

The bad saloons and their influence is at 
the bottom of all corruption in this city, 
and the police department is behind ther. 
Now, who gets the rake-off for protecting 
disreputable saloons? 

The chief of police cannot help himself, 
he is a mere figurehead, and is confrolled 
by one higher up, who in turn is but th2 
creature of the boss corruptionist of them 
all, confessed broker in bribes, the en- 
gineer in the ‘“‘fixing’’ machine, the task- 
master and slave driver of those who do 
his bidding at the polls and in public office. 


One day a prominent society woman 
came to me and offered me $1000 for the 
anti-saloon movement if I would use my 
influence to break up the drink mania that 
had taken hold of the clubs and was ruin- 
ing some of the finest young men in thé 
city. I told her that such work was not 
within my province, that I had a harder 
fight on my hands. 

We finally succeeded in div'ng Iquor 
out of the public dance halls, but by per- 
sonal protest, not through any aid given 
by the police. You cannot regulaie or 
control vice in a city like 8t. Louis with- 
out a decent police department. As ‘ong 
as policemen loaf in saloons, and drink 
there and borrow money from the pro- 
prietors, how can you get them to inform? 

Chief of Police Kiely means well, but he 
has no backbone. If I had his place I 
would not retain it for an hour. He ts not 
the chief of police. Neither {s Desmond 
chef of detectives, in fact. 

A well-known citizen had qa valable watch 
stolen. He went to the oflice of the chief 
of detectives. Desmond was not in, but ene 
of the attaches of the office said: “He 
can't get it back, but if you will go to 
——— 8 saloon and tell him your troubles 
he will get it for you.” 

The citizen went to the saloon of a well- 
known politician and stated his case. The 
saloonkeeper asked the value of .neswatch 
and was told that it was $250. ‘‘rhat's all 
right.’ said the saloon man.

The man returned to the saloon at the 
apPpojnted time and got his watch, but he 
never would have seen it if he had not 
got his first tip from the office, of the 
chief of detectives. 

Mr. Desmond is a splendid officer, of 
known faithfulness, and probity, but his 
hands are tied. Kiely used to be a good 
policeman and a. fearless one; now his 
political job is evidently worth more to 
him than honor and duty. 

The saloons are opening up again with 
wineroom adjuncts. Seibert knows it, but 
he will not act until the police report th? 
places; he is not required to do so under 
the law, and the police will not report 
them. Crime can stalk publicly and pr-s- 
per in hidden places in 8t. Louis without 
fear of the intervention of the police. 

Just before the last election we stopped 
work to give the incoming officers an op- 
portunity to show what they would do, 
hoping that the excise commissioner and 
the chief of police would come together 
and enforce the laws. They started cut 
brilliantly, but were quickly extinguished. 
I had my doubts as to the sincerity of the 
new move, being convinced that if we 
were to be successful in getting an en- 
forcement of the law we would have to 
fight for it. I was right. 

Seibert got the endorsement of the church 
people, without which he would not have 
got the permanent appointment to the of- 
fice from the governor, and then joined the 


politicians. This resulted in the organiza- - 


tion of the Law Enforcement League, of 
which I am president. 

The office of the excise commissioner is 
a premium on crime. It should be abolished 
if the laws of the city are ever to be en- 
forced. It is said that a murder in a ga- 
leon will give it a bad reputation and 
cause the police to report it to the excise 
commissioner as such, that the license may 
be revoked. There have been five murders 
in saloons in St. Louis in the last month, 
and not one of the saloons has been re- 
ported to the commissioner. 


Three murders occurred In one saloon 
and we could not get the police to report 
it. Under a persistent and forceful protest 
from citizens the proprietor was finally 
driven out of business. The disregard of the 
excise laws is simply a case of thief pro- 
tecting thief. 

There would be a chance for relief if the 
president of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners wus turned cut and the office filled 
by some one who had some regard for the 
wishes of the moral people of St. Louls, 
who are in the majority. 

I do not bleme the patrolman, he is not 


to blame The fault is at the top, higher 


than Hawes even, I understand. Hawes 
takes his orders from a man !n a com- 
paratively subordinate position on the po- 
lice force, who represents the ‘‘boss."" This 
man is a forceful character, and one of the 
shrewdest underground politicilang in St. 
Louls. This is why the police are quiescent 
when vutsiders expose gambling and every 
sort of corruption, of which they should be 
the first to have xnowledge.

REAT interest has been 
aroused throughout the 

scientific world in the 

strange petrified man found in 2 
Stream near Dyersburg, Tenn., a 
few days ago and much popular ex- 


citement over the discovery prevails 


in. the immediate neighborhood of 
the stone body. In all likelihood 
the petrified man may be seen in St. 
Louis shortly, and it is already prac- 
tically certain that he will become 
as celebrated as his notorious pred- 
ecessor, the Cardiff giant. 

It is. by no means certain, how- 
ever, that this extraordinary dis- 
covery was merely the unearthing 
of a piece of statuary previously 
planted for. purposes of deception. 
Up to the present time not a par- 
ticle-of evidence has been advanced 
to show that the petrified man is a 
fraud. Upon the contrary, what 
evidence exists tends to strongly 
support the theory that here at last 
isa human body turned to stone— 
the remains of one who lived per- 
haps thousands of years ago and 
belonged to some extinct race, 
coming to light in this twentieth 
century to astound the scientific 


world and give rise to a contro- 
versy that may last for years. 
| made an extraordinary discovery in 
the shape of the figure of a man in 
stone. It is the most perfect specimen of 
an apparently petrified human being ever 
found. The attention of ecientists through- 
out the world is now being drawn to the 
town of Dyersburg, Tenn., near where the 
discovery was made. Every feature of the 
man’s face, every muscle of his limbs and 
body, stand forth in wonderful’ distinct- 
ness, so much so that if any who- knew 
him in life coul4 view the stone corpse 
they would recognize him at a glance. 

Scientific men “he have examined the 
Tennessee stone figu.e assert that in this 
ease actual petrifaction of the human 
body has taken place. They find no indica- 
tion that there is any attempt to deceive 
the. public after the manner of the cele 
brated Cardiff giant. 

All’the facts that have come to light up 
to the preseht regarding this figure may 
be counted In favor of the proposition that 
it is a genuine petrified man that has now 
been found. A strong indication of its 
Benuineness, according to the belief of 
certain solid citizens of Dyersburg, liés 
in the fact that the man who found, the 
figure sold it for the re pitance of $150 
to the first man who offered to buy it. To 
have prepared the figure and placed it in 
the ground where it was found, observing 
the necessary secrecy, would have cost 
much more than that sum. 

In the case of the Cardiff giant, the man 
who originated the hoax, realized many 
thousand dollars, and refused to sell the 
figure to Burnum, the great showman, 
‘though an enormous sim was offered. 

It is not claimed that the Tennessee stone 
man is a pre-historic giant or anything orf 
the sort. In size the figure is that of a 
stalwart man, a 6-footer, well-developed 
ana normal. 

The figure was not found by digging, but 
was revealed to the world by the natural 
action of water in a stream. A carpenter 
passing along the bank of the Forked Deer 
Tiver saw sticking out of the bank. where 
the erosion of the water had rendered it 
precip'tous, two objects that resembled the 
Yeet of a man. Going closer, he touched the 
objects, and found that they were solid 
He pulled, but could not move the 
Digging a little farther into the

bank he found that the stone feet were at- 
tached to stone legs. 


The man notified farmers in the neighbor- 
hoot. Picks and shovels were brought, and 
the complete figure of a man was unearthed 


The men loaded it inte a farm wagon and 
‘carted it into the town Neighbors learned 


aret the finding of the petrified body before 
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the disinterment was completed Before the 
discoverer reached Dyersburg with his re- 
markable wagon load, he was told that he 
had “something worth money.”’ 

The money he received, $150, would 
scarcely represent a day’s receipts should 
a genuine or well-authenticated petrified 
man be placed on exhibit in a large city. 

NO man shrewd enough to conceive thé 
idea of manufacturing a ‘‘petrified man’”’ 
would lack the smartness to hold the hoax 
at a handsome figure in the market. This 
is the argument advanced by some of those 
who believe that this is in very truth a 
perfect specimen of human petrifaction. 

A careful examination of this extraordi- 
nary find reveale the fact,that the figure 
is composed of a mysterious stone of in- 
credible hardness. No stone of the kind 
is known to exist in the neighborhood of

known in the neighborhood. Specimens of 
wood turned to stone have more than once 
been found near where the body was dis- 
covered,: while a petrified fish is said to 
have been taken from the same stream 
about two years ago. Petrified birds’ nests 
have also been found. 

Many people in the neighborhood who 
have not seen the figure scoff at the idea 
of its being a genuine petrified man. Those 
who have seen it are in dowbt, The opin- 
ion that it may be genuine has been stead- 
ily gaining ground since the first discovery. 
Local opinion has in this respect been in- 
fluenced to some extent by the statements 
of surgeons and scientific men who have ex- 
amined the body. 

The excitement in the neighborhood over 
the find has been steadily increasing, and 
with every day the number of those who 
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carriages and even omnibuses from the 
city, and with lumber wagons from the 
farms. In about two hours we arrived at 
the Newell place, and found a gathering 
which at first sight seemed like a country 
fair.

A 
special] appearance of great age was given 
it by deep grooves and channels in its un-

Dyersburg. The people there have no name 
for this flint-like substance. 

Anatomically, the figure is perfect. A 
cloee scrutiny has been made for any in- 
dication of toolwork. At once upon the 
discovery being made known public opinion 
reverted to the Cardiff giant, the most 
celebrated hoax on jyecord,. It was said, 
“Here is another bogus stone man.” 

But when it was asked how such a figure 
could have been carved from stone, there 
was no satisfactory reply. Even with a 
soft stone. to have cut out @e figure so per- 
fect as that of the Dyersburg man, would 
have required sculptural] skill not to be 
found in the neighborhood. With a stone 
as hard as flint, such as seems to be the 
substance of this human form, there are, 
it is said, few if any living sculptors who 
could have executed the work wiffout 
years of labor. 

A local surgeon who has examined the 
petrified man said, after close scrutiny of 
all its parts: 

“If this is a fraud then it was execut- 
ed by a sculptor of the highest genius. 


No ordinary workman could carve this fig- 


ure. The man who made it, if it be a 
fraud, had an extraordinary knowledge 
of anatomy. He must not only have work- 
ed from a living model but have possessed 
a soientific education of the highest char- 
aster as well as the greatest skill in prac- 
tical sculpture.” 

w ‘“Paxiteles never cut a figure finer than 
this. There is no known statue so hard 
as this. It would turn the finest tool.’’ 

‘T am not saying that this is a genuine 
petrified man. I merely point out the dif- 
ficulty of assuming that it is a fraud. The 
Cardiff giant was a clumsy piece of work 
from an anatomical and artistic stand- 
point. This is perfect in both respects. 
Moreover, ft is composed of a harder sub- 
stance than the Cardiff giant. I don't 
know what to call it. It resembles chalce- 
deny.” 

Lying in a recumbent attitude on 
back, with the hands folded across 
cnest, the body is slightly curved, the 
back of the head and the heels being a tri- 
fie higher than the lower part of the back. 
In places. on the limbs and body the out- 
side surface has scaled off, revealing the 
flintslike stone of which it is formed. 

The back of the thighs is somewhat 
flattened as if by the weight of the body 
pressing out the flesh when the man was 
dying or before, rigor mortis set in. The 
position en the whole is quite natural. 

A careful scrutiny of the body shows no 
sign of a wound. There is no apparent 
cause of death. 

The weight of the petrified man is very 
great. Much difficulty was found in ex- 
tricating the bedy from its place the 
stream and loading it on the wagon, which 
creaked under the enormous burden as it 
wound its way to the nearest town. 

In<life this man was inclined to be thin 
than fat, though the attenuation 
in some of the limbs may have 
been. affected by a lingering illness. He 
was above the average in height. The feet 
are particularly well-formed and delicate. 
The hands sho® evidences of much physi- 
cal strength. 

The head indicates a man of high cour- 
awe and se'f-réliance,*but apparently of a 
cunning nature, the shape of the skull 
being in some respects different from that 
of the norma! Caucasian of s:milar build 
today. The nose is finely arched. 

Some people think they find evidences of 
Indian racial characteristics in the figure 
and say it may be fhat of an Indian chiel 
who died perhaps thousands of years agv. 
Others assert that the man belonged to an 
extinct race, and claim to be able to prove 
this Sy many things about the figure. 

Evidences of petrifaction are aot un- 
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contend that the figure may be genuine hus 
been argumenting. As all the facts concern- 
ing the original discovery are well known, 
and the men involved in it are regarded 
as trustworthy and are citizens of stand- 
ing, the levity with which the first an- 
nouncement was greeted has disappeared, 
and the subject is being treated with seri- 
ousness. 

The controversy ever the genuineness of 
the find is exciting the whole neighborhood, 
while, as has been gaid, the weader grows 
hourly. It is known that college professors 
and other scientific men are og the way to 
exainine the fgure.

One of the most sensational things that 
has ever occurred in Dyer County or the 
state was the finding of the petrified body 
of a man by a person named Ray. 

This petrified body was found last Friday 
morning on the Forked Deer river, below 
Dyersburg, just above High-land Cut-off 
and near the Jack Carter Eddy, about a 
half mile above the church. 

Ray, who is a carpenter, and had been 
working in that neighborhood, claims to 
have first noticed the feet projecting from 
the bank, which had recently caved in. A. 
A. Riggs and his two sons, John and Hen- 
ry, were at work near ty, and Ray got 
them to assist him in getting the body out 
of the ground and into a wagon which he 
had with him. 

They brought the petrified man to Dy- 
ersburg where a great crowd gathered to 
see this strange transformation of nature. 
The body, covered with its coat of fresh 
mud, was soon placed on exhibition. 

While business was brisk Ray sold his 
wonderful find to Squire Flatt, George W. 
Simpson and Will Armstrong for the in- 
significant sum of about $150. The next day 
our  fellow-townsman, Egbert Rucker, 
bought them out for $450, had bills printed 
at the State Gazette and placed it on ex- 
hibition in the Tucker bullding, ‘where it 
now is. 

This petrified man measures full 6 feet, 
from top of head to sole of foot, is rather 
slender in form, porfect in all parts, and 
of good proportion. The lineaments of the 
face, though the left eye is ‘“‘out,” show 
him to have been about 45 years of age 
and of fair complexion, with Roman nose 
and sharp-cornered eyes. The body, which 
has its hands folded over the breast, with 
feet apart, was evidently not buried in a 
coftin. 


THE CARDIFF GIANT 


Andrew D. White Telis the Re- 
markable Story of Its Discovery. 

NDER the title, ‘“‘The True Story of 

[J a Remarkable Deception,”’ Hon. An- 

drew D. White, late ambassador 

from the United States to Germany and 

ormer president of Cornell University, 

writes thus in the Century Magazine: for 
October, 1902, of the Cardiff giant: 

“In the autumn of 1869 the pq@iceful val- 
ley of Onondaga, in central New York, was 
in commotion from. one end to the other. 
Strange reports echoed from farm to farm. 
It was nolsed abroad that a great stone 
statue or petrified giant had beeh dug up 
near the littl hamlet of Cardiff. Men, 
women and children were hurrying from 
Syractse and from the farmhouses,along 
the valley to the scene of the great dis- 
covery. 

“Next morning my brother and I were 
speeding to the scene of the discovery. As 
we went we saw more and more, on every 
side, evidences of enormous popular inter- 
est, The roads were crowded with buggies, 


which was flowing in streams through.the 
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fees to the booth containing the figure, and 
that nothing had come in. return. The 
neighboring. farmers noted a tall, lank 
person who frequently visited the place, 
and who seemed to exercise a complete 
control over Farmer Newell. Soon {ft was 
learned that this stranger was the man 
Hull—Newell’s brother-in-law—the samé 
to whom the latter had made the large re- 
mittance of admission money. 

“One day two or three farmers from @& 
distance, visiting the place for the first 
time, and seeing Hull, said: ‘Why, that is 
the man who brought the big box down 
the valley.’ ’’ 

Mr. White then tells how an enormous 
box had been brought into the valley in 
@& wagon, arousing the curiosity of citi- 
zens, to whom was furnished an explana- 


continues Mr. White, “in Illinois and Iowa 
established the fact that the figure was 
made at Fort Dodge, in Iowa, of a great 
block of gypsum there found: that it was 
taken to’ Chicago, where a German stone 
carver gave it final shape; that the under 
side of the figure was grooved and chan- 
neled, that it would appear to be wasted 
by age; that it was then dotted or pitted 
over with ‘minute pores by means of @ 
leaden mallet faced with steel needles; 
that it was stained with sofhe prepara- 
tion which gave it an appearance of great 
uge; that it was then shipped to a place 
near Binghamton, -N. Y., and finally 
brought to Cardiff and there buried: 


“Against this tide of truth the geod 
people who had pinned their faith to the 
statue, those who had vested interests ia 


earth and;along the rock on Which the fig- ~ 


ure rested, 

“Coming out, I asked some questions, and 
was told that the fanmer who lived hard 
by discovered the figure when digging a 
well. Being asked my opinion, my answer 
was that the whole matter was undoubted- 
ly a hoax; that there was no reason why 
the farmer should dig a-~well on the spot 
where the figure was found; that as to 
the figure itself, it certainly could not have 
been carved by any prehistoric race, since 
no part of it showed the characteristics of 
any such early work; that nude as it 
was, it betrayed the qualities of a modern 
performanee of a low order. 

‘Nor could it be a fossilized human be- 
ing; in this all scientific observers of any 
note agreed... That it was intended to be 
taken as a fossilized giant was indicated 
by the fact that it was as nearly like a 
human being as the limited powers of the 
stone - carver permitted, gnd that it was 
covered with minute imitations of pores, 

‘That it was a petrified human being of 
colossal size soon became a very generally 
accepted opinion, in spite of all scientific 
reasons to the contrary, and it became 
known as the ‘Cardiff Giant.’ 

Such was the rush te see the figure that 
the admission receipts were very large It 
Was even stated that they amounted _- 
per cent upon $3,000,000. And soon came at- 
tive men from the neighboring region who 
proposed to purchase the figure and exhibit 
it throughout the country. A joint stock 
concern was formed, with a considerable 
capital, and an eminent showman, ‘Col.’ 
Wood, was employed te exploit the wonder. 

“A-week after my first visit I again went 
to the place by invitation. In the crowd on 
that day were many men of light and lead- 
ing from neighboring towns. The figure 
lving in its grave deeply impressed all, and 
as a party of us came away a most estima- 
ble doctor of divinity, pastor of one of the 
largest churches in Syracuse, said very im- 
pressively: ‘Is it not strange that any hu- 
man being, after seeing this wonderfully 
preserved figure, can deny the evidence of 
his senses, and refuse to believe, what is 
20 evidently the fact, that we have here a 
fossilized human being, perhaps one of the 
giants mentioned in Scripture!’ 

“Thore seemed to be no possibility even 
of suspending the judgment of the great 
majority who saw the statue. As a rule, 
they insisted on believing it ‘a petrified 
giant,’ and those who did not dwelt on its 
perfections as an ancient statue, As a mat- 
ter of fact, the work was wretchedly de- 
fective in proportion and feature. In every 
characteristic of sculpture it showed itseif 
simply the work of an inferior stone-carver. 
Shortly afterward the statue was raised 
from its grave, taken te Syracuse and to 
various other cities, including the City of 
New York, and in each place exhibited as 
a show. 

“One day one of the cool-headed skeptics 
of the valley came to me and took from his 
pocket an object which he carefully un- 
rolled from its wrappings, and said: “There 
is a plece of the giant. Careful guard has 
been kept from the first In order to prevent 
people from touching It.’ 

“I took it In my hand, and the matter 
was made clear in an instant. The stone 
was not our hard Onondaga gray lime- 
stone, but soft, easily marked with the 
finger nall, ard, on testing it with an 
acid, I found it not hard carbonate of 
lime, but a friable sulphate of lime, a sort 
of gypsum, which must have beeen brought 
froin some other part of the country. 

“Very suspicious circumstances preséntly 
became known. It was found that Farmer 
Newell had just remitted to a man named 
Hull, at some place in the West, several 
thousand dollars, the result of admission 
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tion that the box contained some tobacco- 
cutting machinery that was being taken 
to Syracuse. It was ascertained that ne 
such box passed the toll gates between 
Cardiff and Syracuse. 

By this time many newspaper and maga- 
zine articles had appeared relating to the 
Cardiff giant, and several pamphleteers 
had produced briefs for or against its 
genuineness; eminent scientists had pro- 
nounced their opinions, some holding that 
it was a hoax, and others inolining to the 
belief that the giant was genuine. Bar- 
num, the great showman, tried to buy 
the giant and failed, but he had a copy 
made so nearly resembling the original 
that no one, save possibly an expert, could 
distinguish between them. This new statue 
was also exhibited as the Cardiff giant, and 
thenceforward the credit of the discovery 


declined. 
“Affidavits from men of high charaeter,” 


it, and those who had rashly given solemn 


opinions in favor of it, struggled for a4 
time desperately. 

“Hull, the inventor of the fraud, having 
realized more money from it than he had 
expected, and being sharp enough to see 
that its day was done, was evidently burst 
ing with the desire to avert scorn frem 
himself by bringing the laugh upon others, 
and especially upon the clergymen whem 
he so greatly disliked. He now acknow!l- 
edged that the whole matter was a swin- 
dle. 

‘He avowed that the idea was suggested 
to him by a discussion with a revivalist 
in Iowa; that, being himself a skeptic in 


religious matters, he had flung at his an- 


tagonist those remarkable stories in the 
Bible about giants; that, observing how 
readily the revivalist and those with him 
took up#the cudgels for the giants, it 


~ ERENCH LANDMARKS IN ST. LOUIS. 


HOUGH 99 years have elapsed since 
T the French tricolor was lowered 
and the stars and stripes were 
hoisted over St. Louis, the city still re 
taing many indelible traces of the French 
founders. 

Not only in the descendants of the early 
French families, whose names appear in 
the blue book and are prominent in the 
lists of commercial enterprises, but in the 
names of streets and localities, the influ- 
ence of France is still felt in the World’s 
Fair city. 

Visitors te St. Louls find much to remind 
them that at one time the city now the 
cosmopolitan city of the great Southwest, 
was a setlement of French traders and 
trappers. © 

The name of the city is French, in honor 
of Louls XV of France, the reigning mon- 
arch when Pierre Laclede Liguest, 139 years 
ago, sent his young stepson, August Chou- 
teau, to establish a trading post on the west 
bank of the Mississippi river. 

The name of Liquest, the founder, who is 
usually known as Laclede, is preserved in 
Laclede avenue, a prominent thoroughfare 
running from east to west in the heart of 
the city. 

Chouteau, through whese indomitable en- 
ergy and enterprise the weakling village 
withstood the attacks of the hostile Indians 
and became a substantial city, is commem- 
orated by an avenue bearing his name, a 
great artery of street car traffic and goner- 
al business In South St. Louis. There is e 
Chouteau among the World's Fair direc- 
tors, and ever since the founding of the 
city the Chouteaus have been a prominent 
family, leaders in the building of the great 
metropolis. 

Though the site of the first log cabins 
is now covered with the towering brick 
buildings in the vicinity of Second and 
Walnut streets, the names of many of the 
pioneer settlers are spoken dally by the 
people of the present-day city; they ap- 
pear in the newspapers and upon adverti¢- 
ing signs.. Dozens of streets are named 


for the early French inhabitanta, the fam- 
ilies of some of whom have entirely died 
out or have vanished from St. Leuis. 

In the fashionable West End & Cabanne 
avenue. Cabanne place is also prominent. 
There are Cabannes in seclety and im 
trade. Far te the southwest is Sublette 
avenue, a name with a histery. Ameng 
the saints of Gallic extraction, we have 
avenues named for St. Ange, St. Ferdinand, 
St. Cyr, St. Vincent. There is Trudeau 
street, Oulda avenue, Menard street, Me 
tard avenue, and in the rester of the city 
thoroughfares one runs acress Platesu 
avenue, Pernod street, Robert avenue, Sou- 
lard etreet, Sophie avenue, Waldemar ave- 
nue, Aubert avenue, Cerre street, Labadie 
avenue, and many others that show the 
French imprint. 

Old Bellefontaine road, famous in fact and 
in fiction, is a French survival. Bellefun- 
taine Cemetery, the great city of the dead, 
attests the reverence which new St. Louis 
holds for the old. There is @ street car éi- 
vision, with cars running through tne heart 
of the city to the north and south sides, 
bearing the Bellefontaine name. Every day 
one hears the advice, “Take a Bellefontaine 
car.” 

To the north and west is Cete Brilliante 
avenue, decidedly French in name, but de- 
cidedly American im its inhabitants. Out et 
De Baliviere avenue and Delmar boule 
vard is a great street car barn, the ‘‘Boll- 
var barn,” at which the teeming theus- 
ands transfer from car to car, going te Del 
mar Garden or to Creve Coeur Lake—more 
Frenchiness. 

Conde street, Copelin avenue, Courtois 
strect, Gravois road, Gratio# street, Fieris- 
sant avenue, Hodiamont avenue, Leeper- 
ance street, Lorraine avenve—ell of these 
will be found “peopled with modern St. 
Louisans, but still-of the French Frenchy. 
Lamotte, beaume, Lafayette, Marceau, 
Garasche, Marquette, Marie, Garnier, Pied- 
mont, Plateau, Tesson, Duchouquette, Do- 
dier, De Jong. De Giverville and 6ther 
old French names appear in our St. Louls

The town of Hot Springs has not its 
counterpart anywhere in its physical as- 
pect. It consists of one long street run- 
ning up a gully, between wooded moun- 
tains. The roadway itself is built over a 
mountain torrent. On either side are rows 
of big hotels, bath houses, saloons, shops 
and ‘“‘clubhouscs.”" It is these latter that 
give the town its characteristic life. For 
14 hours of the day the clubhouses boil with 
the lust of the game. 

Day in Hot Springs begins late and ends 
early. Up to 1 or 2 o'clock p. m. transient 
Hot Springs slumbers and soaks. About 
noon the halls of the hotels swarm with 
the ghosts of cloaked and cowled monks. 
They are the transients in their bath robes 
on their way to their morning soak. 


At 1 e’clock comes cocktails and chops, 
after which begins the real business of the 
day—the pursult of the fickle goddess of 
chance. The day ends at 4 o'clock a. m. 

Facilities for betting your money “like a 
gentiemaen”™ are afforded by six poolrooms 
and five clubhouses, to say nothing ef the 
innumerable poker rooms, and there are 
“piker”’ joints stuck away in odd corners 
for the hol pollol. 

Time was when the gambling at Hot 
Springs was cone almost exclusively over 
the green baize im the clubhouses and 
poker rocms. Then a poolroom slipped in, 
with private wires te the winter race 
tracks, and the gamblers flocked to it after 
breakfast to look at the odds and take a 
filer before going to the clubs to play faro 
or roulette. The pony game proved so fas- 
cinating, however, that one of the clubs, 
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realizing that the poolroom was taking 
from it some of what it considered its legiti- 
mate profit, opened a poolrobm of its own. 
The other clubs have fallen into line, and 
now six poolrooms do a rushing business 
from the first tap of the track gong until 
the last dog staggers under the wire at 
New Orleans and Ingleside. 

The five big clubs at Hot Springs repre- 
senting an outlay of a million or more of 
Gollars in buildings and furnishings. The 
capital behind the bank rolls is away up in 
the millions. From the time the first ‘‘soda 
card”’ is pulled and the first spin of the ball 
upstairs in these establishments until the 
last flush or broke player leaves for his 


hotel, as pale-faced as the dawn i self, the. 


money put into play is dally away up into 
the hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

The utter disregard for the value of 
money in the clubs and poolrooms is the 
thing that impresses the ordinary business 
man who gets his dollars from one-eighth 
and one-quarter per cent profits from capl- 
tal rigidly fostered. And the temptation tu 
feel for a moment or two that same disre- 
gard is terribly forcible, and oftener than 
not results in a period of abandonment to 
the fascination of the game, and the toss- 
ing aside of all the old cerefully nurtured 
habits of temperance, moderation and 
economy that usually ends in a badly 
fractured capital and bitter repentance. 
But he says, ‘‘It was great while it lasted.”’ 

To a casual observer the only legal tender 
in Hot Springs sporting society is the $100- 
bill; there seems to be many more of 
them than of any other kind. The $50 bill 
and the $20 bill are accorded onl~ the re- 
spect due to little brothers who may grow 
up in time. All below a “twenty” is looked 
upon as “chicken feed"’ or “super money.” 

The five clubs now in ful] blast at Hot 
Springs are the Arkansaw, the Southern, 
the Kentucky, the Illinois and the Turf Ex- 
change. Of these the Arkansaw is the most 
beautiful, expensive and exclusive. The 
“upstairs,” as the department in which 
the games are conducted is calied, belongs 
to Col. “Bob"’ Lynn of Maysville, Ky., and 
C. A. Gunn of Chicago... The poolroom is 
operated by Cowan and Davis. who havea 
large poolré@m in New York a!so. The club 
has a general manager, “Col.” George W. 
Hill, late of Canfield's at Saratoga, who 
has managed the White Sulphur Springs 
clubhouse in West Virginia since 1870. He 
is a gambler of the old school, as polished 
as a beau, as dignified as a senator and as 
circumspect in his habits as a preacher. 
“Col.”” Hill does not play himself, nor does 
he drink er smoke, and he goes to church 
on Sunday, on which day he will permit no 
gambling tn his house. But no man has so 
big a bank rol! fo stake against that of the 
house that Col Hill will not take him on. 

The Arkansaw Club has achef and a 
steward from Canfield's celebrated Sara- 
toga clubhouse, and the cuisine ts perfect. 
There are two large cafes in the club and 
private supper rooms contiguous to the 
gambling rooms. 

On the uper floor, adjoining the private 
cafe for the ladies, is a sun parlor, walled 
and roofed with glass, decorated with 
palme and ferns, and furnished with little 
tea tables. Connected with this is a room 
wherein the ladies may wager their money. 
or that of their escorts, at roulette. This 
room is furnished extravagantly. 

At 9 o'clock every night the game is on 
at the Arkansaw Club. There are tables 
for cards, bridge whist, ecart, vingt et un, 
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baccarat, aryth!ng you please. and two 
double roulette ati.d two faro tab‘es. The 
lowest chip in the dealers’ racks is valued 
at $1. Only such pe:sons as are in Search 
of wild excitement toy with these. The 
chips run through the colors red, blue, yel- 
low and brown, and the swellest chip of 
the lot is the red, which is worth $100, or 
$2000 a stack. 

At 9 q’clock, or a half hour later, men 
in evening dress drop in from the Eastman 
or the Park or Arlington hotels, just from 
dinner, looking for a few hours’ entertain- 
ment. It is a little early, perhaps, for the 
true sports, but they group themselves at 
the card tables or at the wheel. A game 
of bridge for $1 a point is soon arranged. 
This is high enough for a starter. In an 
hour or two the room fills up; then the 
game begins to roll. At midnight supper 
is ready in one of the private dining 
rooms, off the big’ gambling room, and 
guests of the club and employes are at lib- 
egty to partake of it without charge. It is 
such a supper as one would pay much for 
in the highest priced cafes in New York, 
No expense is spared to bring ‘‘info the 
ravine” the choicest game and sea foods 
to entice the fickle appetites of the play- 
ers. Wine is served to such as desire it. 
The supper is ready for service between 
midnight and morning, and costs the house 
about $200 a night. 

After midnight the real play begins, and 
in every one of the clubs the tables are 
crowded. Around some of these a circle of 
spectators stand for hours watching the 
play of some h‘gh roller. 

The managers of the clubhouses preserve 
a strict reticence with regard to the evén- 
ing's losses of their patrons. It is in the 
lobbies of the hotels that one hears such 
sturies, and in the main, they are true, and 
told without expressions of wonderment, 
as if they were the ordinary events of the 
season. 

Outside the poolrooms in which Joe Yea- 
ger. the “Boy Plunger,’’ has created such 
havoc this season with the bank rolls, the 
most cons'stent gambler is a tall young 
man with a straw-colored mustache, co'd 
blue‘eves und high cheek bones. His name 
is “Swede Sam’ Wallin, and he owns a 
gambling house and poolroom in Butte, 
Mont., from which he derives a princely in- 
come. 

“Swede S°*m”" is a natural-born gambler, 
and is what is known as a “long distance” 
player. That is. he can sit for a stretch 
of 30 hours behind the cards, occasionally 
eating a sandw'ch, washed down by cham- 
pagne from a goblet, and smoking continu- 
ously. 

So far this season “Swede Sam’"’ has lost 
$50,000 over the green baize, and he has done 
so with the same apparent indifference thet 
he would pay for a cigar over the bar. He 
has a pale, imperturbable face, and the 
only difference perceptible In his counte- 
nance, as the hours go on and his losses 
pile up, is that he grows paler and paler. 
Meantime he has worn out about ten deal- 
ers. 

At one si tirg at the Southern Club about 
two weeks ago he lost $23,000 at faro. In 
the Arkansaw Club one n'ght he sat down 
at a faro table and began to play.

It 
has been proved by mortuary statistics 
compiled by Dr. A. E. Thayer of Cornell 
University, that more deaths ecour in 
houses on the north side of streets than 
in houses on any othe side. 


‘published in the daily newspapers for & 
‘few days, by way of proving Dr. Thayer's 
statement, it has been found to be ap- 
proximately true. 

According to Dr. Thayer this ie not «a 
matter for the consideration of the super 
stitious, but from a strictly sanitary point 
of view it interests all householders. 

In Dr. Thayer's study of the vital sta- 
tistics of 20 New York streets running east 
and west, in which there was a total popu- 
lation of 170,741, . he found that the deaths 
in one year were 3973. He found that the 
most deaths from any class of diseases are 
in greater nunrber on the north side of the 
street, the exception being zymotic, ner- 
vous and generative malidies. In consti- 
tutional, circulatory, respiratory and renal 
diseases the great preponderance of deaths 
took place on the north side of the street. 

In a casual examination of deaths in St 
Louis, without knowing the causes, the 
greater number took place~in houses fac- 
ing the south. 

In this climate the high?r mortality Is 
due chiefly to pneumonia, phthisis and 
nephritis. On the south side of the street 
the greater freedom from thre disea es is 
chiefly due to the advantazes cf sunlight 
and free circulation of a:r. 

The supply of air and sunli'cht has more 
effect upon the health of people living on 
the south side of a stréet and less upon the 
north, owing to the habit most people have 
of spending most of their lives In the back 
part of their homes.

Charles Stanley of California Is the Ipventor—Has 


Already Put $100,000 


in the Great Machine— 


Will Cost Twice as Much—It Is 228 Feet Long, 
80 Feet High, and Is Lifted With Hydrogen Gas 


—Builder Expects to 


Fly From San Francisco 


to St. Louis in Eighteen Hours. 


HE most gigantic airship ever attempted is now approaching com 

pletion in a private shipyard of its own in the block bounded by 

Baker, Fell, Lyon and Hayes streets, San Francisco. More than 
$100,000 has already been expended in construction and the estimated 
cost of $200,000 may be exceeded before the work is finished. 

In this enormous piece of mechanism, which is tg be 228 feet long 
and 80 feet in height, carrying a number of passengers, as well as their 
baggage and sacks of mail, besides a large quantity of machinery, the 
promoters say in their communication to World’s Fair officials, received 


last week, that they will make the 


voyage from San Francisco to St. 


Louls. The huge airship is being built to enter as'a contestant for the 
$200,000 World’s Fair prize for successful navigation of the air, and it 
is confidently predicted to beat anything in the same line that may be 
put against it by Santos Dumont, Langley, Alexander Graham Bell or 


others. 


Leaving San Francisco at 3 o’clock in the afternoon, the Stanley 
airship is expected to soar over the Rocky Mountains and to arrive at 
the World’s Fair grounds in St. Louis by 9 o’clock fhe following morn- 
ing. It wifl be im constant communication with the earth during the 
voyage by means of wireless telegraphy. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 4. 
T THE present time cons!derable 
A secrecy is being maintained about 
the construction of the monster 
Stanley airship, but photographs disclose in 
& measure the gigantic proportions it is 
assuming, as well as the mechanical perfec- 
tion of its parts. Viewed from the ground 
it rises above the head of the onlooker like 
the framework of a battleship—a mass of 
rods, ribs, braces and joints. Viewed from 
“amidships,”’ the giant mass of complicat- 
ed metal rises 80 feet over the head of the 
spectator and then “runs away’ in a vista 
that resembles the interior of a grent At- 
Jlantic liner on the stocks. The Cedric— 
highest and newest of ships—looked like 
this before her plating was put on. 

Far up in the air, workmen engaged on 
the monster airship look like files on a sky- 
scraper. A fall from one of the enormous 
riba of this machine would mean instant 
Geath to any of the workmen. 

About the huge body of the airship a 
Small army of men are now dally engaged. 
They include rivetters, electrictana, mach'n- 
ists, sewers of silk, welders of aluminum, 
fashioners of steel and artificers in brass 
ena bronze. All metais are entering into 
the construction of this monster and the 
laboratories of science are being drawn 
upon to supply new principles to overcome 

manifold obstacies inciuded in the 


nove) taek. 

Longer than the most pelatial of Missts- 
sippi river steamers, higher than a five- 
story building on Broadway, St. Louis, this 
latest and largest of airships will, it is 
claimed, sail over the Rockies, far above 
the topmost crags, float above the alkill 
desert, sweep across the wide plains of 
Kansas, and at the rate of 100 miles an hour 
fiy straight eastward to the World’s Fair 
grounds, where, by the working of screw 
paddies on the top of !ts giant back, like 
the fins on the back of a whale, it will de- 
scend. 

Then Charles Stanley, the inventor, Ed- 
ward Murphy, the engineer, members of the 
Stanicy Aerial Navigation Co. and their 


. friends will step from the main hall or pas- 


senger saloon of the ship. Later the air- 
ship will compete in the international con- 
test and try to win the prige, which, if won, 
will merely pay the cost of construction of 
the great ship, $209,000, dollar for dollar. 

The Stanley airship, whose workshop or 
shipyard occupies one whole biock of 
ground in Ban Francisco, representa the 
most gigantic dream of aerial navigation 
which any inventor thus ‘far has dared to 
attempt to reduce to practical shape It ts 
& mighty creation of metal and silk— 
aluminum for the shell and silk for the gas 
bags 


Furnished with engines of 60 horse-power, 
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its huge bulk can, ft is claimed, be pro- 
pelled against the wind or with it, by means 
of screws and rudders. Forward or back- 
ward, up or down, right or left, the inventor 
declares that his enormous ship can go 
at the will of the pilot. 

The ship is 228 feet long. The cylinder 
is 115 feet long, and the cones at each end 
are 56 feet in length. The diameter of the 
cylinder is 56 feet. From the floor of the 
passenger saloon at the bottom to the up- 
per flange of the propellers ag the top 
of the ship is 80 feet high. 

The entire shell of the ship i¢ made of 
aluminum, the one metal combining l‘ght- 
ness with strength, the two nécessiry ele- 
ments in airship construction. Until alum!- 
num came, the successful airship on a gi- 
gantic scale was impossible. With alumi- 
num produced with comparative cheapness, 
the structural basis of the airship is a 
thing achieved. 

The greater portion of the space contained 
within the aluminum cylinder is given up 
to gas. Thera are six huge compartments, 
lined with strong silk, to hold the hydrogen 
necessary to lift the big vessel and keep 
her afioat. 

The gas in these immense bags will lift 
271,000 pounds. The entire machine, includ- 
ing the powerful! engines, will weigh 13,000 
pounds. This leayos « surplus “‘lifting ca- 
pacity,” it is estimated, of 30 passengers, 
with their bagwage and provisions, 1000 
pounds of shall matter, and 1000 poulltis of 
ballast, with a margin wf enfety. 

Below the longitudinal partition which 
runs the entire length of the cylinder and 
shuts off the gas compariments are the 
rooms for motor machinery, fuel, provis- 
fons, passengers, freight. mails and what- 
ever else is to be carried. 

Special features of the Stanley ariship 
are! 

Screw propellers placed at the ends of the 
ship. 

A rudder wnder each cone. 

Bide planes or propellers. 

Top propellers, above the cylinder. 

This latter, Mr. Stanley says, is the feaa- 
ture which makes the new airship a dis- 
tinct advance over al] others and insures its 
success. By means of the top propellers 
the ship fs to be elevated or depressed at 
will without letting out any gas. 


The side planes wil! keep the ship tn a 
horizontal position while the vesse!] is ele- 
vated to clear high moutains or other ob- 
structions. The rudders under the cones 
will guide the vessel from right to left or 
vice versa. The propellers at the ends of 
the cones, being in a direct center, will 
have a much greater power, says the in- 
ventor, In driving the ship. forward or 
backward than tf placed on the sides of the 
ship, or attached to a suspended car be- 
low, as is the case with other airships. 

In a short time Mr. Stanley and his co- 
workers prom'se a trial trip of the bi« 
ship to San Jose and returf. Edward 
Murphy, an expert engineer, who has taken 
several warships on the'r trips, has of- 
fered his services to run the eng'nes of the 
Stanley airship, statine that he believes its 
success to be an absolute engineering cer- 
tainty. 4

In spite 
of his 50 years of work he declares that he 
does not care to become a millionaire and 
has nothing for capitalists to consider. He 
wants only a aemall share of the profits of 
his invention and discovery and promises 
to give the world the rest of the bend@mt. 

Montgomery saye that his process con- 
sists in “burning the gases from decom-- 
posed water.” 

The apparatus used in furnishing this 
fire is made of gas pipes, and one looking 
at it would be none the wiser as to the 
real secret. 

At one end of these pipes is a small res- 
ervoir, which is always kept supplied with 
water. 

To the pipe in the stove one or more 
burners are attached, and these regulate 
the heat. The ‘more burners the greater 
the amount of water necessary and the 
more intense the heat. 

In the apparatus at presem in use dy 
the discoverer only one burner is attached 
to the pipe, and he eays that the heat fur- 
nished by it is more intense than that given 
out by a stove filled with anthracite coal. 
Notwithstanding the heat gtven out, the 
burner is as cold as ice 

The total weight of the apparatus wil! 
not exceed four pounds for small heat- 
ing stove, and the cost of the Inanufactured 
article will not Be more thanigi, Once the 
patent device is out in a j@ according 


to the inventor’s claims, it is always ready 
for use, and ft will never again be neces- 
sary to place a new.supply of chemicals 
in the pipes , 

The apparatus can be placed in almost 
any heater, stove or furnace. In either the 
stove or heater one burner would be suffi- 
cient to furrish all the heat required, but 
in a furnace at least twe burnets would 
be required 

When attached to a stove the only part 
of the apparatus visible em the eutside is 
the pipe leading from the hydrant to the 
reservoir. A quarter-inch pipe wil supply 
enough water to keep the fire burning all 
day. Too much water will be as disas- 
trous te the fire as not enough. The sup- 
ply must be exactly correct. 

To utilize this method en steamships & 
would be necessary to carry a supply ef 
fresh water on bqard. Salt water will not 
answer the purpose, as the chlorine in the 
salt destroys the combustion. 

Mr. Montgomery estimates 
ter necessary to run a ship acrogs the At- 
lantic Ocean would about equal in weight 
that of the coal now carried. 

No matches would be necessary, the in- 
ventor gays, in starting fires where the 
water system is in use. The water from 
the hydrant runs inte a small reservoir, 
and from there into the pipes. Near the 
burner it comes tn contact with the chemi- 
cals placed there and instantly becomes de- 
composed and the gases arising escape 
through the burner, igniting as they strike 
the air 

Since it hag become . known that Mr 
Montgomery has perfected his water-burm 
Ing apparatus, he is receiving hundreds of 
letters from men ifn all parts of the coun- 
try wwho claim to have been working on 
the same problem for many years. 

“I first burned the gases from é@ecom- 
posed water about 12 years ago,” says 
Montgomery.

And east of the Man'ca 
Land the hunters met lions and leopards 
that not only were plentiful, but fearless.

Before 
the surprised inhabitants could check them 
they were fast @isappearing across the 
plains, driving the stolen horses. before 
them. On that day Rev. H,. W. Smith, a 
Methodist minister, was kiHled on the 
road from Crook to Deadwood. That night 
a Mexican came golloping tnto Deadwood 
with the bloody head of an Indian dang- 
ling from the pomme! of his saddle. 

The citizens of Deadwood are furious at 
the death of the minister, who, in spite of 
the general roughness of the community, 
was greatly respected. A strong scouting 
party was organized and sent in pursuit of 
the savages. It left the town with scant 
protection in the event of an attack by 
the Indians, but the few who remained 
prepared to defend themselves. 

As soon as the scouting party was out 
of sight of the town a band of Sioux were 
discovered prowling on the outskirts where 
the road from Crook City led down the 
gulch. A few shots sent them to cover. 
During the night they made several at- 
tempts to get into the town, but the miners 
were on guard and kept them eway. 

The scouting party had followed a smal! 
band of Indians across the country, but 
had lost them and were returning to Dead- 
wood when they were attacked from am- 
bush and three of their number—Charles 
Holland, Isaac Brown and C. Mason—were 
killed, The rest of the party retreated as 
night set in.

Deadwood was hemmed in on both sides 
by the Indians.

It 
is 17.683 feet high, and Is close to the town 
of Puebla. from. which it Is often called 
the Puebla mountain.
